Louis Pasteur, whose namo has 
been immortalized in the well-known 
word "pasteurization,"' was not only 
a man of many scientific interests, 
but was also a vivid -and interesting 
personality, remarked Dr. F. C. Har- 
rison, Principal of Macdonald College 
and Professor of Bacteriology, while 
lecturing before the Columbus Forum 
Sunday afternoon. 

As a boy, Pasteur spent much of 
his time in drawing and sketching, at 
which he was quite rroficient, and If 
he had r.ot turned his thoughts to- 
ward chemistry, might have made a 
nani9 for hlmselr as an artist. 

Sketching Pasteur's life, the 
rpeakcr_Eaid^ "It was his immense 
and unique contribution to human 
knowledge in a doren different fleldî 
that made Pasteur the companion 
and the equal of kings and emperors 
and of all the intellectual great men 
of his time. He came of a prolific 
race of hardy hi'.! people, peasants, 
Email farmers and artisans. His 
father, grand and great-grandfather 
were tanners. As a young man his 
father was a. conscript ar.d fought 
under Napoleon in the war in Spain, 
in J$i:-iS13. The father was by 
naturo uncommunicative, given to 
melancholy, but laborious and full of 
strong feeling. Many of these traits 
he transmitted to his son, especially 
his love of labor and his meditative 
taciturnity, alternating with periods 
of exuberant and dominating 
speech." 

Pasteur began os a chemist, he 
finished his career as a human path- 
ologist. Milk, beer, wine, vinegar and 
tho decay of meats, fruits and vege- 
tables interested h Ira in turn. He and 
his students revolutionized the dairy 
industry, beer brewing, wine-making 
ond the production of vinegar. The 
study of tho diseases of silk worms 
led him to anthrax and chicken 
cholera and wound infections, and 
these led him to rabies; und all these 
studies Jed him to vaccines and ster- 
ilization by heat and germicides and 
gave hltn wonderful glimpses of a 
promised land which wo have begun 
to enter into and occupy, but tiie 
wonder and wealth of which aro still 
only imperfectly realized, especially 
as related to public health. 

Pasteur rendered In valuable ser- 
vices to his country and to human- 
ity, by his research In many fields 
yet unexplored. 

To ntudcntR — and wo arc all stu- 
dents— Parlour said, 'Ask yourself 
first:' "What have ] done to repay 
my education ?" Then, as you ad- 
vance, " 'What ha.vo J dono for my 
country?'' Finally, perhaps, you shall 
have tho immense happiness of re- 
flecting lha.t you havo contributed 
In some measure to the progress and 
tho well-being pf humanity. Bui, 
whether your efforts aro more or less 
favoured in life, you should havo the 
right to say, a.s you approach Hie 
great end: 'I havo done what I 
could."

One of Holland's outstanding scien- 
tists, Dr. A. L. Th. Moesveld. lecturer 
and assistant director of the chem- 
ical laboratories at the state univer- 
sity at Utrecht, has jus: arrived at 
McGill University to study ic« en- 
gineering for the next three months 
under Dr. Howard T. Barnes. 

Dr. Moesveld landed in New York 
over the week-end and arrived at Mc- 
Gill today to consult with Dr. Barnes. 
Tho Dutch scientist expects to study 
at the laboratories at McGill for a 
few weeks and then proceed to the 
ice institute at Morrisburg, Ontario, 
where Dr. Barnes conducts his field 
!ce experiments. He will later observe 
the operations of the Government ice 
breakers on the lower St. Lawrence. 
Holland His Problem. 

Holland has even a more pressing 
ice problem to solve than has Can- 
ada as most ot the commercial trans- 
portation is carried on the year round 
by the use of the extensive canal 
system of the country, the visitor 
po'nted out this morning on his ar- 
rival at the university. 

The railways are inferior to most 
other western countries, partly be- 
cause the physical nature of the 
country does not favor railway con- 
struction', and, moro still, because 
Holland has always rel'ed upon her 
canals, for commercial transportation. 

Ice-breakers can keep the main 
canals, such as the one from Rotter- 
dam to Amsterdam, opsn, but In such 
severe winters as experienced in 1S91 
and last winter, shipping was dis- 
rupted and great losses were expcrl-

Knowledge of Rendering Aid 
Indispensable to Engineers 

Students in Applied Science will 
again this session have an opportu- 
nity to receive tho First Aid courso 
of tho St. John Ambulance Asso- 
ciation. As announced in u recent 
bulletin from tho Dean's Office, the 
courso will bo open to all Engineer- 
ing students of tho second, third and 
fourth years. Work will begin Jan- 
uary ÏOth. Tho postod notices glv» 
the necessary information îegardins 
registration. 

Tho course given by tin- St. John 
Ambulnncn Association is a very 
thorough and comprehensive one. It 
covers ovcrything that can bo dono 
for an injured person by tho laymen: 
it does not, however, attempt to glvo 
instruction In matters which aro pro- 
porly handled by tho doctor. Con- 
sequently, it Is not technical; but 
eminently practical, and teaches not 
not only what to do. but also what 
not to attempt to do. it covers 
thn enre of abrasions and cuts to pro- 
vent infection, the handling of frac- 
tured bones, haemorrhages, resuscita- 
tion after cloctrlo shock or drowning, 
tho caro and transportation ot the 
injured and tho many things which 
must bo dono before tho patient can 
bo placed under the care of a doc- 
tor. /

GENERAL SMUTS 

ONCE arrain has McGill been honored by beiiifr able lo add lo 
its roll of famous graduates the name of an illustrious 
itatesman. McGill graduates can now claim as one of their own. 
General Jan Christian Smuts, soldier statesman of South Africa 
on whom the degree of Doctor of Laws was conferred at a special 
convocation during the Christmas holidays. 

Few men make such a wide appeal to the imagination as this 
old campaigner who is now in his sixtieth year. He was born in 
South Africa and educated both there, and at Cambridge Univer- 
sity where he gained distinction in law. At the age of twenty- 
eight lie became state attorney for the South African Republic. 
After taking a great part in the Boer War he bent every energy 
to the creation of a united country and became one of the strong- 
est advocates of Imperialism. In 1916 and 1917 he commanded 
the British. troops in British East Africa, - before representing 
the Union of South Africa in the Imperial War Cabinet. 

General Smuts became Prime Minister and Minister for 
Native Affairs in the Union in 1919 being succeeded in 1924 
by General Hertzog. Honors were heaped on his shoulders after 
the War and lie was made a freeman of many cities including 
London, Manchester and Edinburgh. 

In view of General Smuts' undoubted experience in world 
affairs it would be we'll for students to take heed of his words 
and warning that we should bestir ourselves to a realization of 
the danger of the policy of drift in Empire affairs. In his ad- 
dress, which will be found elsewhere in the paper, he clearly 
shows the part a university such as McGill can play in the 
development of Canadian affairs. 

The. purpose of a university is to lead, to furnish guidance, 
says the famous statesman and McGill students would do well 
we think, to learn how to lead and how to take advantage of 
their education both for their own good and for that of the 
country. 



McGILL CONFERS DEGREE 
ON DISTINGUISHED VISITOR 

Special Convocation iook place in Moyao Hall, soon After New 
Year; General Smuts, Recipient of LL.l)., Tells of Part 
College. Can Plan in Canadian. Development : Sails 
University is Link Between Canada in Field 
and Thouaht 



LOOKING BOTH WAYS 

THE beginning of the college year is a date which has never 
been agreed upon. The Students' Executive Council for 
the year goes into office on the first of January, the president 
.on the first of July. The old college term passes out and the new 
comes in sometime between May and October, and the period 
between the date of the first and last issue (but one) of the Mc- 
Gill Daily is seven months. Still the New Year recognized by 
! the rest of the world as the date upon which all society feels that 
it is entering upon what is to be a new and better epoch is also 
generally accepted as a milestone by the students; possibly be- 
cause such circumstances as approaching mid-terms cause most 
of them to turn over a new leaf in the matter of studies. 

And so in this first issue of the New Year it is appropriate 
that Ave should review the failures and vain hopes and the rare 
gleams of light shining through the veil which has dropped be- 
hind us and then to turn round and look with more hope at the 
shining vista ahead.

Furthermore the spirit has continued, though always re- 
strained within the bounds of propriety. A joint meeting wit]) 
the U, of M. was held on the Arts steps; then airain drum- 
.thumping was heard as the excitement of a political campaign 
carried the government- and opposition to the public platform 
and a greater interest has been shown in all undergraduate so- 
cieties. 

Renewed interest in student affairs marks the opening of 
tiit! New Year. The graduates meet towards the end of this 
month in the Union and arc asking to have a special number of 
the Daily printed for them. They may possibly take over the 
seats at one night of the Revue. 

Plans for the gym grow more definite; MacDonald Park is 
planned on paper, though no definite dates arc given. The Red 
and White Revue is coming home this year and by being held in 
Moysc Ha!J will gain a real McGill atmosphere what it will lose 
' i size. The first graduating class of any importance leaves the 
iniversity in May, if all the season's resolutions are kepi. And, 
of course the McGill Daily will cawy on for about sixty more bet- 
ter and better issues.

Ue 
returned again on Thursday, Jam II, 
and after addressing llio Canadian 
Club at tbo Windsor Hotel bo was 
granted boners at tbo special con- 
vocation at McGill. 

Tbo convocation procession was 
formed In tlm entrance, hall of llio 
Arts liulldinpr under tbo direction of 
Colonel It. R, Thompson, marshal. 
Tbo principal and distinguished can- 
didal for Hie degrco led the pro- 
cession followed by several govern- 
ors, tbo deans ot tbo various faculties, 
tbo secretary, tbo registrar, profess- 
ors and other members of tbo atnff 
and a small group of Students who 
bad not left town for the Christmas 
holidays. 

Candidate Introduced 

Dr. G. Abbott-Sm'lh; dean of the 
Co-operatin.T Theological Collepcs nf- 
f (Hated with McGill, gavo tbo opening 
prayer, after which dean Cornell In- 
1 1 educed tho candidate for bis degree 
In tho following words 

"Mr. Principal and Vice-Chan- 
cellor: 

"I havo the honor to present to 
you, that you may confer upon him 
the desreo of Doctor of Laws ot this 
university, the Kigbt Hon. Jan Chris- 
tian Smuts, soldier, philosopher .and

Sir Arthur Currlo conferred tho de 
grec following which Gen. Smuts sign 
ed the register. He was then robed 
with the red and white hood for tho 
degree of Doctor of Laws. 

General's Address 
General Smuts then addressed the 
crowd of friends, well-wishers and 
merely curious who had assembled to 
witness tho convocation and to see 
the great soldier statesman. In the 
course of his talk tho general em- 
phasized tho fact that McGill and 
other Canadian universities were a 
llnlc between two Canadas; the 
Canada in the field and tho Canada 
in thought, lie continued by describ- 
ing the various aspects which go lo 
make up a nation. 

"it takes all sorts lo mako a world," 
bo declared, "and tho life, of a nation 
is a many-sided affair. In order that 
Canada may play her part In the 
world In future, many aspects of her 
national life have to be pushed to dm 
front and to be duly developed. Action 
and thought together! n is a very 
happy circumstance thai this great 
university combines both. At tbo bead 
of affairs here, in the leading of this 
great University, you havo one, tho 
old <.uminaiidcr-in-c:hjef , of the 
Canadian Army who covered Canada 
with glory and who will remain one 
of your great title-deeds lo fame. 
Develop Spirit

Ho pre- 
dicted that Canada would be a great 
nation not only in t ho material as- 
pects but a'so in tho aspects of 
thought and science. In concluding he 
thanked Sir Arlliur in tbo following 
words:

Complsles Ceremony 

A ceremony which was begun eight 
years ago was completed whllo llio 
ticnornl was In Toronto. Kight years 
ago, as » mark of respoct and honor 
lo tho famous Mntonman tho Uni- 
versity of Toronto conferred on him 
tbo degrco of Doctor of Laws in a.b-

So when tho wlidom that was ot 
old made the statement Hint for a 
man to liavo friends be must himself 
ho friendly, it enunciated a truth that 
will always bo now though it Is ns old 
as the race. Some of tho ancient and 
ageless truths smnclc ot mystery; 
there Is about them an clement of ob- 
scurity or subtlety Hut this Is not (it 
that nature, ll is ns clear und ireo 
from nuy shadow of doubts as the 
multiplication table. Men may deny 
it If they feel that, way Inclined, but 
t hoy esunnt involve it In a hnr.o of 
myslery. lis occult meaning differs 
not nt all from that of Its everyday 
use. 

The trouble about, it Is that, In 
common with su much that Is obvi- 
ous, Us very clarity and snuHy inako 
11 commonplace, and it is held to be 
a. s'gn of weakness lo havo any traf- 
fic w|lli the commonplace, It. Is the 
strange, Ihe b I /.aire, that intrigua us. 
Tho simple gnnpel of peace and good- 
will and frlomlllucss is not «tilitlo 
enough for us. If Iho sanio thing Is 
dressed up In Oriental Imagery, and 
especially If a few Sanscrit words nro 
ihri>Wll In, wo gulp It down greedily. 

Now llio Imagery and Ihe foreign 
words nro all r'glil for ihotn whoso 
minds naturally function In I ha t way; 
for thorn these flamboyant phrases 
upon which we hung no eagerly nro 
an trite nnd lionipmnplncq an the sim- 
plified statoconia arc |u us, if wc 
cannot accent I ruth unless it Is pio- 
senlcd in Mima plctitreanuo or nut 
lanrilsli form, then by all moans let 
us get It Hint way. After all, (be 
truth is the important llilng, not the 
vehicle of ils présentât Ion. Hut il Is 
hardly a credit io our Intelligence 
that wo pass up Iho slmplo and 
natural way for uu to ncrjulra Irulh 
In favor of a. method foreign lo our 
no lures. 

However, Ihe llilui; th.it stands out 
us dear as iho sun ni noon I» that In 
nil ages and through all iho vehicles 
of thought mid expression, iho truth 
has been enunciated lhal fr|ondJI|}«8H 
is begotten of friendliness, and of no- 
thing else. Very few deny It to ba a 
fact that friendliness In 1111 linpnrlatil 
factor In Bllpcessflll huslnpqs; 11 lid 
under Iho |ionio of guud-wlll It Is 
capitalized mull In tiomo ponça II I.. 11 
rhlcf nsscl In corporate affairs. 

AVcnkiieii» enters In when wo limit 
fll«ncl"|llp lo llila florvlce of our sel- 



fish purposes. Even when wo are 
friendly in a casual sort ot way out- 
side our business affairs we fall short 
of what wo might onjoy. 

Friendship is one of the noblest 
virtues. In its highest senso it 1ï"'the 
body ot which love is the soul. 
Friendship and enmity can have no 
moro in common than can love and 
hate. Love Is tho flowering ot man, 
but friendship is the stalk on which 
tho blossom grows. Wo can be 
friendly when wo cannot love. It is 
possible to purchase service and to 
buy a flattering sort of attention that 
appears like friendship. Put it is not 
that virtue. The man who. wishes 
friends must himself be friendly It 
was true thousands of years ago, and 
it will be true thousands of years in 
tho future.

NON DUBITANDUM EST 

Descartes advises doubt unless ono 
has sufficient evidence to tho con- 
trary, remarking, "Tho moro I tfoubt. 
the moro I think." Thero is. however, 
a lining us a tendency chronically to 
doubt, without necessarily any after- 
thought, »r even any forethought, on 
the matter. This accounts, at least 
in part, for tho negative altitude that 
prevails In a great many of us. It Is 
rashionablo just now. lo bo rather 
blase. Professor Mills remarked on 
one aspect .of this in his speech nt 
Convocation, when lie said that at 
present, it Is collegiate not lo bo col- 
legiate. 

Wo nro nut advocating a revival 0: 
tliu traditional and oil mocke'd college 
spirit, but it seems as If college splr t 
In tbo broader sensu should bo mo- 
tivated by tho Inquiring mind. The 
present standard of inactive apathy 
or active skepticism leads moro lo a 
levelling of Intellectual curiosity than 
lu a great deal 01' thought. In fact. If 
wo talked somewhat less and thought 
somewhat more, perhaps « > might 
not bn no gulHblo in many ways. 
Truth may bo stranger than fiction, 
but Iho Incrodltabilitv of college 
myths and rumors defy truth In all 
respects, .\11tl yot lbs way wo accept 
such credibility of college, myths and 
dent of tbo I. CJ. gasp. Ono eminent 
member ot the Yn>sar Faculty did 
gasp when statistics In ono of her 
claates proved how largo a percent- 
age believed llio table that a Uruln 
could bring a price of fifty thousand 
dollars unto mortem. 

Tho uhief value ( ,: doubt Ihs in Its 
provocation thought, whether by 
debate, speculation, or experimenta- 
tion. The iloubtfui thinker is a vari- 
able who may eventually contribute 
apincthjng to Iho sam of tho world's 
knowledge Mil tho IhqughUes.i 
doubter is a cuiislaut wliivli by ita 
very naiuro ictualna In status quo.

ice. Shipping interests havo exerted 
pressure upon the Dutch Government 
to find out if there is not some way of 
keeping the smaller ln'and canals 
free of ice. Recognizing Dr. Moesvcld 
stated that Dr. Barnes was the 
world's greatest authority on the 
formation and destruction of ice, the 
Dutch Government sent him to study 
icc-cngineering methods here. 

Traffic Problem.^ 
This Is Dr. Moesveld's first visit to 
this country. He was greatly im- 
pressed with a view of Montreal f.-om 
the observatory on Mount Itoyal. Hol- 
land is very flat, he sa'd. This fea- 
ture has much to do with tho popu- 
larity of bicycles. There are some 
three million bicycles distribute! 
among tho seven millions of popu- 
lation. Holland's traffic problem, un- 
like the automobile one here, is the 
hordi ng of the bicycles on busy 
etteets during rush hours. 

Holland is at present . busily en- 
gaged in a great land reclamation 
scheme.

will be increased by 50 per cent. <us 
the waters of the Sîùyder Zee are con- 
ned in a lessening area.

Caoadiaiilndian's 
Story is Told 

Prof. T. W. L*. McDcrmont 
Heard Over the Radio

"Romances and our imagination 
have stven scalping an importance, a 
prominence and a luridness, thai in 
point ot fact it scarcely deserves," 
e«Jd IVofossor W. L. McDcrmont 
of th* History Department of McOill 
University in tho fourth of a series 
of radio lectures in connection with 
McCord Rational Museum recently. 
Tho benevolent white man, the colon- 
ist and governments encouraged it by 
offering rewards for the scalps ot 
their enemies and thus making it a 
' profitable Inisiness for the Indians. 
Tha «ealplng was a ceremony in itself 
and not always fatal to its victim. 

"The processes by which Indian life 
ha» been blotted out do not make al- 
torether pretty reading. - ' said Mr. 
McDcrmont, "The penetration of the 
whit* man has brought with it rum 
and brandy, a host of grim massacres 
and wars, the terrifying and devast- 
Ing disease of smallpox against which 
th* bewildered savage knew no de- 
fence; often even the unintelligent 
Imposition of western religions, and 
lastly a sinister reoord or ruthless 
exploitation in search of fur. This 
legacy of the white man has dropped 
a ourtain between the present and the 
past. The only glimpse tho ordinary 
lwson may have of that past is to 
be had by looking at its relics in ,<uch 
collections as those of the McCord 
Museum." , 

Tho lecturer went, on to mention 
some of the historic figures in In 
dian history that have become a part 
of Canadian tradition, concluding 
with an intoresting account ot a 
number of field and indoor sports as 
practised by the various tribes.

"Naturally income cannot he cm- 
ployed properly as tho yard stlclc, 
Alexander , Legga is Just as success- 
ful as tho $12.000 chairman of the 
national farm board as ho was while 
serving aa the. $100.000. president of 
the International Harvester company 
John Timothy Stone is Just as suc- 
cessful as was James A. Patten. 

" The difference between successes 
was brought out not long ago by a 
survey conducted at the University 
of Michigan, where salaries of two 
selected groups of alumni were com- 
pared. Ths men on one group were 
Phi Beta Kappas, the high grade 
students; the others had been mem- 
bers of the senior clasB honor society, 
chosen for achievement In campus 
activities. Tho salaries of the class 
society alumni were notably higher 
than were those of tho scholars, but 
the scholars were engaged in writing 
and teaching and research, while the 
activities men wero mostly in busi- 
ness." 

It is clear that a real definition of 
success with a suitable measuring 
slick to use it by is still to be given 
the world. The man who can give 
the world a satisfactory explanation 
of this word "Success" will havo per- 
formed a great and lasting service 
for the minds of many people, 
especially college students.

SPORTSMANSHIP 

Every educational 'institution. Is 
largely pledged by tho sportsmanship 
of its athletes and fans.

For a pep squad to single out a 
player and pay tribute to him during 
a game Is bad psychology and has the 
effect of breaking down the morale 
of tho others on the team. No chain 
can be stronger than its weakest link 
and if slnglo compliments should be 
paid, they should bo to the less able 
player who Is do.'ng his best to assist 
his team, and for tho purpose ot en- 
couraging him to even greater efforts. 
In any event individual prabo Is re- 
garded as unsportsmanlike conduct. 

Another repugnant practico and one 
that has repeatedly brought forth un- 
favorable comment from our athletes 
is the practice, by those on the side- 
line, of making use of unsportsman- 
like, phrases such as "kill b'lm," 
"break his neck" and so on. Of courso 
no one wants to see these extreme 
methods resorted to, for tho players 
on tho opposing team are Just school 
boys Hko our players, who meet us in 
friendly competition, but tho use of 
such vulgar expressions havo a sick- 
ening effect upon tho boys who are 
representing a school that has this 
class of rooters.
